There 
are yet sixty-three dealers who nave 
paid their license fees, but to whom 
licenses have not heen issnéd. Of the 
licensed dealers sixty are in Los An- 
geles, eight in San Francisco, nine 
each in Fresno and San Diego and six 
in Stockton. 


Receipts of $33,096 from the sale of 
12,548 acres of state school lands in 
San Bernardino, Los Angeles, Mendo- 
cino, Lake, Napa and Riverside coun- 
ties during August has just been re- 
ported by Surveyor-General Kings- 
bury. The proceeds will.be turned 
over to the school land fund, the 
interest from which is used by the 
Department of Education for appropri- 
ations to sch@e]. districts for the state's 
share.of their expenses. 

A new survey, described as the most 
accurate of its kind ever made in 
Stockton, placing $38,493,000 as the 
value of Stockton’s industrial products 
for 1927 has just been completed by 
G. L. Fox, industrial secretary of the 
Stockton chamber of commerce. The 
survey was worked out in co-operation 
with the United States Census Burean. 
The survey shows that 189 enterprises 
exist within the city Hmits. None of 
thé figures include such factories as 
are located on the outskirts of Steck- 
ton. There are 4175 wage earners and 
a total of 5328 persons are engaged, 
this latter figure including factory 
owners, managera and superinten- 
dents. The amount paid in. wagea is 
$5,785,000. The cost of materials is 
$23,776,000 and the value of products 
after manufacture, $38,493,000. The 
increase in value due manufacture is 
$14,717,000, 


Ceastruction of a 40,000-galion res- 
‘ervoir was completed recently by the 
Conejo Mutual Water Company, at 
Oxnard, which supplies Santa Rosa 
Valley residents with water for do- 
mestic and irrigation purposes.

- Small Animals. 


Springfield, Mo.—Fox hunting, ple» 
turesque$ sport of the pioneers, is en- 
sting new devotees in the Ozarks 
through annual summer fox hunts and 
picnics being held by several county 
fox hunters’ associations. * 

Choosing a pleasant camping ground 
on a wooded hillside near a spring in 
the midst of territory known to har- 
bor foxes, the hunters usually devote 
four days to the meet. - 
the Dade county Fox 
association went into camp 
and later the Cedar county hunters 
gathered for the annua) event. 

Fox hutting always iias been fol- 
lowed by levers of the outdoor sports 
of the Ozarks, who kept from one to 
half a dozen of the ungainly fox- 
hounds, which they prized highly and 
at which many shafts of wit have been 
aimed in the past by visitors to the 
hills. Tt ts only In the last eight or 
ten years, however, that the hunters 
have fallen into the universal organi- 
zation habit so far as to form associa- 
tions with duly elected officers. 


Fox hunting really is fox chasing— 
with the hepe that the prey will not 
be caught. Strange as it may seem, 
fox hunters are the best of -friends the 
little animals have, They want the 
foxes protected that their dogs may 
have many chases in the future. 

Unlike fox hunting in England, 
where the country {s not so covered 
by. underbrush and wooded hills, the 
Ozark sport is not carried on by fol- 
lowing the hounds on horseback. In- 
stead, the hunters get thelr thrills by.

Drag Race in Morning. 

The drag race fs held early each 
morning for women and children who 
cannot attend the fox race at night. 
Before the dew has gone, a man leaves 
camp on horseback dragging behind 
him a wet wolf hide. He travels about 
five miles in a circle, returning to a 
point near the camp. Then he lifts 
the wolf hide as a signal that here 
the race ends. The yeung dogs are 
used in this race, for the hunters want 
te save their best hounds for the eve- 
ning chase. 

The dogs are unleashed on the trail 
made by the horseman. Away they 
go with many excited yelpe and never 
stop until they have made the com- 
plete circuit and returned to the camp 
where the trafl ends. The dog which 
makes the trip first has won the race. 

The foxes in this section of the 
Ozarks where the hunts are being 
heid at present are mostly red foxes, 
Other regions have more gray foxes, 
The red foxes are the fastest runners 
and also more timid. They run 
farther from the point at which the 
hunters are listening to the chase. 

Another thing, when the dogs are 
chasing a red fox the hunters do not 
dare talk for fear of frightening it 
farther away. The. gray foxes don't 
seem to mind if the hunters yell at the 
dogs occasionally, encouraging them, 
or spend the peaceful moonlit Ozark

Slope in Alberta Where Erosion Has Exposed Ancient Skeletons. 


(Prepared by the National Geographic — 
Society, Washington, D. roa _ 


S INCE the days of our jungle for- 


tures lived in the ancient marshes is 
evident from the numerous remains 
found in the rocks. In a single quarry, 
of which there are many on the Ked 
Deer river, bones representing several 
hundred individuals have been washed 
out of the bank, and more or tess com- 
plete: skeletons and individual bones 
are scattered all through the strata. 


Climate Was Sub-Tropical., 

At that time southern Canada and 
the northern part of the United States 
enjoyed a climate similar to that of 
Florida, for fig fruits and palm leaves 
are often found In these same rocks. 
Numerous coal vein® and petrified 
‘wood .bespeak the tropical abundance 
of the vegetation. 


Along the ‘Red Deer river, tn, places 
the canyon walls are nearly perpen- 
dicular, and the river wlids in - tis 
narrow-valley two to ave hundred feet 
below the prairie, touching one side, 
then crossing to the.other, so that tt 
is impossible to follow up or down its 
course any great distance, even “on 
horseback. ; 

Fof many years the American Mu- 
geum of Natural. History of New York 
city made a systematic collection of 
fossils. along this river, sending an ex- 
pedition there every summer, and each 
succeeding expedition returned with 
notable resul’:. As the only feasible 
way to work these banks is froma 
boat, the parties proceeded to the town 
of Red Deer, where the Calgary-Ed- 
monton railroad crosses the river. 

There, with the ald of several. car- 
penters, a flathoat, 12-by 30 feet, was 
constructed, similar to a Western fer- 
ryboat. This boat was capable of 
carrying ten tons with safety. 

Supplied with a season’s provisions, 
lumber for boxes, and plaster for en- 
casing bones, the fossil cruises started 
down the canyon. 

At intervals the party tied -up the 
boat and went ashore to search the 
banks, that fossils might not be over- 
looxed. No large fossils were found 
in rocks of the Paskapoo age, but as 
soon as the Edmonton rocks appepred 
in the banks large bones of dinosaurs 
became numerous, and in the pic- 
turesque exposures at the. mouth of 
‘Big Valley” they sire especially abun- 
dant. ae a D 

.At the foot. ‘of a butte lie scattered 
fragments of bone, and on the rivulet- 
scarred ‘hillside other, fragments ap- 
pear, as we trate them up the water- 
ways. Finally, ten, twenty, or thirty 
feet-above, other pieces protrude from 
the bank, and this fs-our lead. Cau- 
Hously. the explorer follows in from 
the ‘exposed. ‘surface, uncovering the 
bone. with crooked awl and whisk- 
‘broom, ‘careful not to disturb the bone 
‘itself; for, although stone, it is usual-
